leaving a long white wake as her screw drove 
her on towards her destination. 

Through the operator’s glass officers could 
be seen on her bridge and everything seemed 
to be proceeding as usual on board of the ves- 
sel. Passengers could {also be seen moving 
about although they were not ‘numerous and 
the majority of the weary voyagers were 
probably safe in bed and sleeping. That 
their sleep was sweet after the hours of ter- 
Tor on the open soa may be believed. At tho 
Speed she was traveling the Umbria was due 
at Quarantine about 4:30 o’clock this morn- 
img. The Umbria’s agent, Mr. Brown, hur- 
ried Gown to the mail steamer Pulver, which 
left the Cunard North River Pier at 2 o’clock 
this morning to meet the Umbria at Quaran- 
tine and take off her mails. 

hough most of the grave fears for her 
safety had been dispelled by the good re- 
ports of her which were brought in by the 
Galileo on Thursday andthe Manhanset yes- 
terday, there was still considerable anxiety 
everywhere, forit it was unpleasant, to say 
the least, t®yave the great passenger ship 
disabled far t at sea in the furious gales 
‘which have been raging on the Atlantic 
Ocean lately. There were grave fears that 
in ber disabled conditian she might not be 
able to outride the heavy sea. The joyous 


‘Bows last midnight dispelled all fears and 


the thousands of friends and 
felatives Of the passengers and crew and to 
ber owners as well. 

The Umbria Mas had a most exciting and 
hazardous trip. She sailed from Liverpool 
Dec. 17 and left Queenstown Dec. 18 at 2 p. m. 
She was due here last Sunday morning, but 
Owing to the bad weather she was not ex- 
pected till late at night. No great anxiety 
was felt till 9 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
On Wednesday the anxiety changed to alarm. 
On Thursday came the news that the Galileo 
had sighted her, and yesterday the Manhan- 
get and Ocean both reported her. The Um- 
bria is commanded by Capt. McKay and has 
a crew of 225 men. She has on board 130 first 
cabin, 125 second cabin and 120 steerage pas 
sengers. 

Among the passengers are a number of 
prominent people. With something definite 
to base calculations the feeling inthis city 
about the Umbria was a great deal more 
comfortable yesterday than it had been, and 
her arfiyal this morning was not unex- 


pected. 
A FRACTURED SHAFT. 

A fracture was discovered in her shaft and 
her machinery was stopped south of the 
Danks of Newfoundland at 5:30 on the after- 
noon of Friday, Dec. 23. 

After drifting for twelve hours in a storm 
she was towed seventy miles by the Bohemia 
of the Hamburg-American line, but the cable 
that connected the two steamers was broken 
in a heavy gale on Saturday night, and they 
lost track ofeach other. After drifting three 
Gays she started again with her own ma- 
chinery, Which had been repaired under 
great difficulties by Chief Engineer Tomlin- 
on, and came on in fine weather at half 
speed to her destination. 

The first intimation that passengers on 
board had that there had been an accident 
was after dinner on Friday, although the en- 
gineer had been watching the shaft with 
anxiety for forty-eight hours, and the ma- 


ehinery had twice been stopped during the 


previous night for an inspection of the fawed 
great steel casting. During dinner Friday 
the steamer came to a standstill, which 
caused some speculation among the passen- 
gers, though as the weather was rough it 
Was not at once perceived that the machinery 
Was not in motion. About 7:30 o’clock in the

The Umbria had sighted only two 
ships since leaving Queenstown and it might 
% a week or even two weeks before she was 
ro orted, 

1 Catalona of the Cunard line, which 
Salle ‘rom Liverpool for Boston on Thurs- 
day, the 18th, might pass within hailing dis- 
tance in a day or two, and the Normandie of 
the French line, which sailed from Havre on 
the previous Saturday, was also due over the 
same course. If these should be missed there 
was still a chance later of falling in with the 
Cunarder Gallia, which was to leave Boston 
for Liver 1 the next Moaday, and the Brit- 
tanic of the White star Line, that had sailed 
from Liverpool for New York the Wednes- 
day previous? Outside of these there were 
chances of hailing tramp steamers or vessels 
of other lines. 

Chief Steward Gore said that there was 
enough provisions on board to last for three 
weeks more without anyone being in the 
slightest degree stiated, or even go four or 
fve or six weeks with the deprivation ofa 
few luxuries. Very few passengers remained 
up later than was their wont on Friday 
night, although they fully realized that they 
were drifting helplessly in mid-ecean in a 
storm. Ol was poured upon the water 
through the drainage pipes and she was 
quieter than when she was in motion. 

TAKEN IN TOW. 

Just after daylight those who were asleep 
were awakened by several reports of the Um- 
bria’s gun and the sound of her Whistle. In 
ten minutes almost every one was on deck to 
ascertain what was the matter. The ship 
was in sight justonthe edge of the horizon, 
bound eastward. For half an hour, during 
which time the gun was continually dis- 
charged and the hoarse whistle blowing, it 
was impossible to detect whether the other 
boat had seen or heard the Umbria’s signals. 
As during the entire voyage she had sighted 
but two other vessels, the passengers felt 
that it was almost too much luck that 
help should he at nand so soon after the 
break-down. Soon, however, it was seen 
that the newcomer was making toward the 
drifting ship, and at 8 o’clock she was along- 
side. she proved to be the Bohemla, re- 
membered in connection with the cholera 
scare in New York harbor, ofthe Hambure- 
American line, bound from New York to 
Hamburg. She at once responded to the 
Umbria’s request for a tow, and before noon 
she was connected tothe big ship by a steel 
hawser and was stsamed slowly westward, 
the German flag at her stern flaunting before 
the disabled ship. 

Ihe storm grew heavier in the afternoon, 
and it was allthe Bohemia could do to drag 
her big burden in theteethof a head wind. 
After darka heavy snowstorm sprang up, 
which obscured the lights of the two vessels 
from each other. About midnight the steel 
hawser broke in a violent gale, and on 
Christmas morning the passengers of the 
Umbria found themselves again adriftina 
raging storm, with naught in sight but the 
sky and the sea. What becameof the Bo- 
hemia noone knew. she probably lost track 
of the Umbria in the snowstorm after the 
hawser parted, and if she searched for her 
after daybreak she did not find her. 

A DREARY CHRISTMAS, 

A larger percentage of the passengers than 
usual attended divine service, conducted by 
Purser Field, in the saloon that morning,and 
the responses to the prayers were unusually 
hearty. 

Though when the men met in the smoking- 
room afterwards many were constrained to 
explain that they only strolled in to dear 
the music and pass away the time. 

Christmas Day passed without any demon- 
stration of discontent » mong the passengers, 
though the Texas General croaked like an- 
other bird of ill-omen in the ladies’ cabin. 
Just at dusk a light was sighted to the south- 
wardand again the passengers flocked on 
deck. Rockets were fired and soon the light 
that at first seemed to fade away began to 
grow more and more distinct, and in halfan 
hour a small steamship lay alongside. In 
answerto the Umbria’s signals the new- 
comer reported that she was a vessel of the 
Wilson line, bound for Philadelphia, and 
that she could not take the other in tow de- 
cause she did not have coal enough, with 
which pleasing information she signalled 
good - Dy and departed. 

From the hour her time was taken at noon 
Friday until! she broke down that evening the 
Umbria had made 124 miles. She drifted 
twelve iniles to the southeast during the 
night and the Bohemia towed her seventy- 
five miles toward New York on Sunday. At 
Monday noon she had drifted forty-two miles 
and the gale was still blowing. 

Justafter luncheon on Monday a steamer 
was sighted proceeding westward. In answer 
to the Umbria’s signals she came alongside 
and proved to be the Manhansett, bound from 
Swansea to New York, the property of Jas. 
McCaidin, one of the passengers on the Um- 
bria. The Manhansett had scarcely 
come to a standstill, however, and 
considered the big prize money she would 
obtain by towingthe disabled vessel to New 
York, when a much larger steamship hove in 
sight and bore down rapidly toward the 
drifting vessel. In afew minutes she was 
close enough for the officers of the Umbria to 
distinguish heras the Galllaof their own 
line, en route from Boston to Liverpool. The 
officers of the Manhansett also recognized 
the Gallia and steamed off homeward discon- 
solate, done out of her prize money. Every- 
body on board the Umbria was jubilant from 
the Captain to the smallest baby on the 
steamship. 

DESERTED BY THE GALLIA. 

Isn't this Cunard luck?’’ the officers asked 
each other. The Gallla was large enough to 
tow her larger sister ship with ease, and 
there would be nobig salvage to pay toa 
rescuing steamer of another line. The con- 
Ssternation of the captain, officers, crew and 
passengers may be imagined when, in re- 
sponse to the Umbria’s signal, Disabled; 
stand dy. the Gallia returned. 

‘“‘Can’t stand by; carrying malls.’’ 

The Umbria signalled back: 

We hold you responsible.“ 

But the Gallia simply dropped her ensign, 
signifying good-by, and disappeared to the 
eastward asthe Manhansett passed out of 
sight to the west. 

Officers and passengers on the Umbria 
looked at one another in dumb bewilder- 
rient. The Gallia had not even waited long 
enough to inquire the extent of her sister 
ship’sinjuries. Forallthat Capt. Ferguer- 
son of the other ship knew, the Umbria 
might be foundering. The Gallta's ac- 
tion was inexplicable on any basis 
that anyone on board the Um- 
bria could imagine. The passengers 
now were many of them genuinely alarmed. 
They did not place much faith in Engineer 
Tomlinson’s promise to mend the broken 
shaft and as many believed Capt. McKay had 
deliberately sent the Gallia away, much dis- 
content was expressed. There was much 
talk of forming a committee to demand of 
the Captain that he do something, though no 
one could suggest anythiag for him to do. 


ties, Known as the kickers and the anti-kick- 
ers, and it was noted that all the more intelli- 
gent men on board were on the Captain's 
side, while all the rougher element was on 
the other. That evening the kickers calleda 
meeting inthe smoking- room to passa vote 
of censure on the ship’s officers, but the 
anti-kickers came in and put a gquietus on 
this project by forming what was called an 
amusement committee, with J. H. Henry 
Harper as chairman, its object being to have 
a representative obtain information from 
the Captain, and as itwas not known how long 
the Umbria would drift, to ge: up entertain- 
ments in the saloon for the evenings. 

Capt. McKap expressed himself as entirely 
ready to co-operate with this committee. He 
told Mr. Harper that he was as much sur- 
prised as anyone on board of the Umbria at 
the conduct of the Gallia; but as she was of 
the Cunard line he would not say anything 
more about the matter. He also told Mr. 
Harper that the Chief Engineer had prom- 
ised him to start the machinery at noon the 
next day (Tuesday) if the sea was smooth 
enough. 

REPAIRING THE SHAFT. 

On Tuesday morning, for the first time 
since the Umbria left Liverpool the weather 
was fine and the sea smooth, conditions that 
existed until the end of the voyage. Never- 
theless when 12 o’clock came and the ma- 
chinery was not started and the log informed 
the passengers that they haa drifted twenty- 
two miles iurther from the course, there was 
much murmuring and complaint. 

A notice was now posted to the 
effect that the steamer would start 
at 6:80 in the evening, and the 
assengers learned that the machinery had 
een moved during the night as an experi. 
ment ang that one of the bolts Engineer 
Tomlin@ «had put into the thrust block had 
broke.’ This was not encouraging and the 
croakers were more anxtous than ever; but 
about 8:30 o’clock the thrill of the engines 
was felt through the steamer and she worked

A COMFORTABLE SHIPWRECK. 

If those who godowntothe sea in ships 
could always experience so comfortablea 
shipwreck as that suffered by the passengers 
on the Umbria, ocean travel would be robbed 
of all its terrors. Shipwreck is shorn of all 
its romance in such circumstances, but it 18 
far more satisfactory than the old style of 
procedure. It is hard to be sentimental 
over the pertis of the deep when one 
is tting three or four meals with 
excellent service a day; when he may at- 
tend a 5 o’clock tea in the afternoon, go to a 
concert in the evening, find drinks and cigars 
in the smoking-room and read all night by 
electric light if he so desire,and sitin a 
state-room heated by steam. The officers of 
the Umbria exerted themselves to make 
things as pleasant as possible for the passen 
gers. Capt. McKay threw aside the mantle 
of superhuman dignity that usually envelopes 
the commander of an ocean liner and told 
every body frankly and freely just what was 
the matter with the machinery and what were 
the prospectsfrom day today. Dr. Finnken 
put more sugar than ever in the pilis he ad- 
ministered, and was always ready witha 
joke or a funny story if any one became too 
much depressed in his vicinity. Purser Field 
rendered a very substantial service by reap- 
portioning the state-rooms so as to give 
every one as comfortable quarters as poss!l- 
ble for the long wait, and Chief Steward Gore 
busied himself going about among the pas- 
sengers to inguire what were their favorite 
dishes, and serving up the same at 
luncheons, dinners and suppers. kvery- 
thing was done that could be done, in 
fact, to mitigate the discomfort and disap- 
pointment of the travelers who were de- 
tained at sea by an unavoidable accident. 

Altogether the victims of the Umbria’s 
**shipwreck’’ may, on looking back to their 
present trip, remember that they have spent 
many an unhappier and less comfortable 
fortnight than the one that ended to-day. 
The only complaint tit anyone has to make 
with regard to the Cunard Co. related to 
the Gallia incident. Simon Stern is particu- 
larly severe in this direction. 

The Umbria left Liverpool on the after- 
noon of Saturday, Dec. 17, carrying 121 first- 
class passengers, 128 in the second class and 
121 in the steerage, besides a crew of 277 men, 
comprising 54 in the sailing department, 121 
in the engineer and 102 in the steward’s, and 
295 sacks Of mall. She arrived at Queenstown 
about 9o’clock Sunday, and waited for the 
Irish mail, which had left London at 8:20 
o’clock the evening before and which 
brought ten additional first-class passengers 
and 1,049 sacks of letters, a total of 1,344 
sacks, making one ofthe largest mails that 
was ever carried across the Atlantic, a con- 
dition due to the circumstance that the 
Umbria was expected toarrive in New York 
the day before Christmas. 

LIGHTS AND SHADES. 

Although the passengers behaved well, of 
course there was exception. it came in 
the person ofa long-limbed man with Dun- 
dreary whiskers and an unusually large nose, 
which he used as a subsidiary organ of 
speech as well as for purposes of respiration, 
and who had been noticeable on board be- 
fore principally because he wore his wife’s 
fur cape, in which he promenaded the deck. 
Hie rose at the end of the smoking-room after 
a startied interchange of views with some of 
the men about him, and said, in tones at 
once nasal and tearful: 

„Gentlemen, we are in eminent (here he is 
supposed to have meant imminent) danger. 
Weare drifting in mid-ocean, with every 
chance of a hurricane coming up at any mo- 
ment to send us tothe bottom, and yet the 
Captain refuses to send up rockets. Why, in 
the case of peril of this kind he should send 
up rocketsall night. I think he is economizing 
for his company, and 1 do not belleve that he 
would accept a tos if it was offered, on ac- 
count of the expense. Now we have got to 
act for ourselves in this matter, and I wiil be 
one often mento subscribe $10,000 each in 
orderto put up a bond to indemnify the 
Captain on condition that he engage a 
Steamer at once to towus to the nearest 
bort. 

A burst of laughter and hisses greeted this 
oration, mingled, however, with applause 
from a few timorous ones, and hurrahs from 
several who were factious as to whether the 
speaker possessed $10,000. A volce with a 
very different ring init came from the other 
side of the room.

29th, fresh to light breeze and fine weather, 
smooth sea; 30th, light breeze and fine, 
smooth sea. At 12:30 a. m., Fire Island 
abeam; Sandy Hook light 8:06 and anchored 
at 741 a. m. Weighted anchor, ar. 
rived Quarantine 8:50 a. m. Dec. 23, 
at 5:20 p. m. in latitude 43.48, longitude 57.17, 
while plunging ahea@ at full speed through 
the heavy seas t engines suddenly 
stopped, caused by the breaking of the 
thrust shaft. The repairs to the 
shaft took four days. The break 
was just abaft the engine. The shaft 
was splicea by borite holes for four large 
bolts, which held a collar about it to splice 
the break. Three drag sea anchors were 
thrown out, the ship riding easily 
while drifting eastward. Dec. 24, 
at 8:15 a. m., sighted the Hamburg 
Packet Co.’s steamer Bohemia, which 
was bound East and engaged her to tow us 
to New York and at 10:5 Pp. m., after towing 
about thirty-six miles during the heavy snow 
squalls, the towing gear on Doard the Bo- 
hemia parted, aud at @aybreak she was out 
of sight.

A Caustic Criticism Provoked by the 
Treatment of “Mission Indians.” 


THE MISSOURI SENATOR’S POINTED 
LETTER TO MR. A. J. F. GARESCHE. 


The Banning Land Cos Grasping Dis- 
position and the Hardship Which Will 
Come Upon the Poor Indians in Con- 
sequence of It-—Thirty-Five Families 
to Be Huddled Together on 200 Acres.

tration by the receipt of a letter from 
Senator Vestto whom he had written con- 
cerning the interests of the Mission 
Indians,“ as they are known in Southern 
California. The Coahuila Mission has 
been in existence for about 150 years 
and is one of the last of the old Catholic mis- 
sions existing in California. The story of 
how the chiefs, guided by the counsel of 
the priests, gradually led the tribe to a 
higher civilization thanthatof mostof the 
red men and started them fairly toward the 
place they hold to-day as a very intelligent 
class of people is now a matter of historical 
record. Up to a very short time ago they 
were permitted to send their children to the 
Catholic schoolsand thechiefs maintained 
their local and tribal authority, when all at 
once the white spirit of land-grabbing 
prevailed and the same old story was 
repeated. The first step in this direction was 
made by Mr. Rust, the Indian agent, who 
straightway set up public schools which, 
contrary tothe usual custom of broad-minded 
treatment, set out to prejudice the minds of 
the children and to make a direct attack upon 
the Catholic schools and the Catholic mis- 
sion. Things had gone toa considerable ex- 
tent and the Banning Land Co. began to 
show its hand, when Mr. Garesche, who had 
watched the progress of the case, wrote to 
Secretary Noble and Senator Vest on the sub- 
ject. From the latter he received the follow- 


ing very pointed letter: 
VEST’S SHARP LETTER. 
UNITED STATES SENATE, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6, 1891. 

My Dran Sin— Tours of Dec. 3, with inclosure,has 
been received. 

It is impossible to do anything in the way of re 
movisg Kust or abolishing the agency under this Ad- 
ministration. The President is governed entirely 
by the recommendation of Commissioner Morgen, 
and Morgan is a narrow-minded bigot who knows 
nothing about the Indians, and whose chief idea 
seems to be that all Governmental powers should be 
used to prevent their being made Catholics. I think 
Gen. Noble is disposed to do right, but he is simply 
a Cabinet officer and controlled entirely by the Pres- 
ident. I will see him, however,astothe matter at 
once. Your friend, G. G. VEST. 
A. J. P. Garesche, Esq., St. Louls, Mo. 


This letter shows toa degree the tone and 
views of the administration, but does not 
clearly show just what has been done. The 
purpose is now toconfine some thirty-five 
or forty families upon a tract of 200 
acres in extent and give the rest 
over to land claimants whose holdings 


are not so good nor so valuable, and as a 
means to the end the advice and counsel of 
the priests has been cut off by the enforced 
attendance ofall at the public schools and 
the practical deposition of the tribal chief. 

Mr. Garesche urged an investigation and it 
was finally made, but as he says, although 
the agent was vindicated, the very terms of 
his vindication condemned him and proved 
him unfit for his position. 

RUST’S UNFITNESS. 

The officer authorized to investigate, says: 

Rust is not a first-class agent, I do not 
think even an average agent. Idonot think 
he possesses the qualifications to fill such a 
position successfully, nor do I think he de- 
votes time enough to his official duties. From 
my own observation and from all the infor- 
mation I have been able to obtain I do not 
think he spends more than one-third to one- 
half of his time attending to the affairs of his 
agency. 

‘*I tnink him honest, of good moral char - 
acter and honest in hisconvictions. He 18 
energetic and possesses more than ordinary 
ability; a man who intends to do right and 
no doubt belleves that he is devoting all the 
time to his official duties that he thinks they 
require.“ 

He then concludes that as the Indians of 
this agency are, as a rule, industrious, hard- 
working people and obtain a living for them- 
selvesand families by working for white 
people, are self-sustaining and are further 
advanced in civittzation than any Indians 
I have ever seen andthey are anxious to be 
allowed to move to their lands to occupy 
them, these lands to be allotted to them in 
severalty and the agency to be abolished,’’ 

All the testimony as to the character of the 
Indians is of the highest order, and none sa 
that they are anything but deserving an 
hard working people. 

The Banning Land Co., however, seems to 
have the inside track of the affair and is 
pretty likely to succeed in its purpose of con- 
fining the thirty-five families of the Mission 
Indians and about as many others of another 
tribe to 200 acres of land scarcely tenable, 

AN UNPREJUDICED OPINION. 

Mr. B. B. Harris, who is professedly non- 
Catholic and who, as he puts it, is journey - 
ing alone,’’ says that the withdrawal ofthe 
influence ofthe priests is really harmful; of 
the Catholic schools he says: 

»Last June I attended an examination of 
the St. Boniface Indian school at Banning, 
conducted by Rev. Father Hahn and the Sis- 
ters, and was wonder-struck at the pro- 
ficiency ofthe Indian children as scholars. 
One ofthe visitors. John Brown, Jr., a re- 
putable lawyerofthis city, addressing the 
numerous. Indian parents present, pro- 
claimed that the well dressed, intelligent 
students were no longer Indians but little 
Americans. to which the parents responded 
with pride and 1 bp a seeming much 
captivated with the idea.’’ 

The process of making them American citi- 
tens adopted by the Administration seems 
to be founded on the land grabbing „ and 
their early education consisting in being 
hustled out of their sessions to more con- 
fined and poorer limits.

How It Was Debated in the Brussels 
Conference. 


INTERVIEW WITH SENATOR ALLISON, 
AN AMERICAN DELEGATE. 


Nothing Definite Attained—Numerous 
Plans Proposed in Many’ Languages— 
Apathy of European Nations Changed 
to Active Inquiry-—Silver Coinage a 
Stumbling Block—The Prospect Ahead. 


New YORK, Dec. 81.—Senator W. = Alli- 
son, who was one ofthe American delegates 
to the International Monetary Conference 
recently held at Brussels, has arrived in New 
York. Speaking about the Monetary Confer- 
ence he said: . 

In some respects it was very satisfactory; 
in others it was not. If you ask me for tangi - 
able results I must admit that there are few. 
But breaking the ground, you know, is as 
important a part of progress as building the 
house, and we did break the ground for bet- 
ter thingstocome. Just what these things 
will be itis impossible for me to say or for 
any man to predict. 

‘*This much, however, is certain, that the 
delegates who took partin this conference, 
and who are all men of fine intelligence, went 
away ina hopeful, earnest frame of mind, 
more than ever convinced of the importance 
—I may say the necessity—of taking some 
general action in regard to this vast mone- 
tary question, — - ; 

‘*That conviction in itself I consider a most 
encouraging sign, for there is nothing so hard 
to combat and so fatalto advancement as 
ignorance and apathy. Before this con- 
ference many of the European delegates were 
not keenly alive tothe importance of prob- 
ems which they had been called upon 
to solve tand the urgency of finding some 
solution. Now, all is different. I was struck 
by the general disposition of the assembly to 
admit that the existing monetary relations 
of civilized nations were unsatisfactory and 
calculated to seriously hamper and check the 
carrying on and development of the world’s 
commerce. 

„»Was any plan of international action 
proposed which especially commended itself 
to you?’’ was asked. 

„There were plans proposed without end, 
and in all languages. That was about all we 
did—- propose plans —except to criticise the 
other fellows’ plans, Ido not think I can 
specify any one of them, however, which 
could be considered satisfactory. That would 
be too much to expect at this early stage of 
the conference, which atthe best has been 


hardly more than tentative in its charac. 


ter. 

Wnat suggestion did you make yourself“ 

My remarks have been published in French 
and English, and will be given out here in 
time. I may summarize them, however, by 
saying that I advocated strongly the free 
coinage of gold and silver at the mints of the 
nations entering into the union, witha pro- 
vision that a certain ratio between gold and 
silver be maintained.’’ 

‘*Do you mean a ratio between the quanti- 
ties of gold and silver coinea?’’ 

‘*Certainly not, for 1 believe in coining all 
the gold and silver that is presented. The 
ratio I refer tois between the values of the 
metals as coined into dollars—that is, the 
number of grains in each.“ 

Can that ratio be maintained by law?“ 

think it can. You have been poisoned 
in your idea on the silver question by read- 
ing the text books of our college professors. 
They are good men, brilliant men, learned 


men; but, however, that is another ques- 


tion. 

‘*Yes, sir; I do tbink that the ratio I spoke 
ot can be maintained bylaw.

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LOVE AND SUICIDE. 


Tragic Sequal of One Woman’s Strange 
~ Infatuation for Another 


A HUSBAND DESERTED AND A HOME 
BROKEN UP. 


The Queerly Mated Miss Carson and Mrs. 
Harrington Lived Together for Months 
— Then They Quarreled and Separated 
~The End Came This Morning in the 
Suicide of Mrs. Harrington. 


New YORK, Dec. 81.—A strange story of 
one woman’s love for another came to light 
this morning when Mrs; Etta Harring- 
ton, a handsome woman of 32 
tried to kill herself at 
No. 18 One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth street, thiscity. She shot herself in the 
left breast and is now In the Harlem Hospital 
dying. Her father is John Haynes, Presi- 
dent of the National and Mutual Insurance 
Co. of Yonkers, N. > and her 
husband, with whom she has 
not lived for several years, Frank 
R. Harrington of Loulsville, Ky., a traveling 
salesman. The cause of the separation of 
the couple, as told by Mr. Hayes, may be 
laid at the door oF Miss Sadie Carson, a mem- 
ber of the Harlem Young Women’s Christian 
Association. 

She is about 80 years old and quite comely. 
Mr. Haynes said that about ten years ago his 
daughter became acquainted with her hus- 
band and about five years ago they were 
married. A year after the marriage Miss 
Carson met his Ganghter and they became 
fast friends. 

Miss Carson then toqgk up her home with 
the Harringtons. Mr. Harrington soon bo- 
gan to realize that Miss Carson exercised a 
wonderful influence over his wife and 
demanded’ that she be sent away, 
but his wife would not have 
it. For two years matters ran along in this 
way, Mr. Harrington being away from home 
most of the time. On returning home from a 
trip about two years ago he made a nal de- 
mand that the woman should leave his 
home and on refusal of his wifetosend her 
away, they separated. 

The home was broken up and Miss Carson 
and Mrs. Harrington began housekeeping 
together. For a year Mr. Haynes 
says his daughter was powerless in 
the hands of the Carson woman. 
All the money he gave her went for 
presents, he says, to the object of her in- 
fatuation. Finally about last July the two 
quarreled and Mrs. Harrington returned to 
the home of her parents. She was 
low-spirited and melancholy. After 
a short stay at home she 
tried to makeup with Miss Carson, but the 
latter would have nothing to do with 
her. Christmas Day Mrs. Harrington 
sent Miss Carson a gold watch, 
but received no acknowledgment of 
the present. She again became melancholy 
and iast evening told her father she was 
going to kill the woman. She went to the 
Young Woman’s Christian Association rooms 
last evening apparently resolved to carry 
out her threat. She returned home early, 
however, much dejected, and shortly after 
midnight firedthe shot that may end her 
own existence.

Another Death Inside the Arkansas 
Penitentiary. 


Smax IN ASPECT TO THE ASIATIC| 


PESTILENCE.

Sanitary Officials Arrested— Barrels of 
Lime Hurried Within the Inclosure 
Before Daylight—Report of an Exam- 
ination Made by the City Physician— 
Increased Sick Average. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Dec. 81.—One more 
death occurred at the penitentiary yester- 
day, making a total of fourteen. The con- 
vict suffered the most intense agony. The 
Coroner’s jury found that he died from 
*‘*some epidemic disease unknown to the 
jury. 

Coroner Bond filed a report with the Board 

f Lenitentiary Commissioners in which he 
stated that the sanitary condition of the 

lace was horrible in the extreme and caljcu- 

atea to breed an epidemic in its worst fofm 
He cited at some length the amount of fith 
piled up in different quarters of the inclos- 
ure. The commissioners, consisting of Sec- 
retary of the State, Attorney-General and 
Private Secretary Files, representing Gov. 
Ea — immediately drove out to the prisons 
made a general inspection. That a con- 
— disease n its worst form has taken 
hold of the inmates now admits of no dis- 
pute. The poison theory is fast fading away. 
The man who died to-day was not in the Hel- 
ena crow4 and has not been outside the walls 
for several days. He was in perfect health. 
——— of Little Rock laugh at the poison 
theory. 

People are becoming shaky and cholera is 
being talked of. The convict was well with- 
in un hour of his death. The Arkansas Medi- 
cal Institute students are scared and refuse 
to handle dead bodies sent to the institute 
from the Penitentiary. The Penitentiary is 
inside the city limits. 


ALARMING EPIDEMIC. 
NOBLESVILLE, Ind., Dec. 81.—The _ resi- 
dents of Fisher’s Station are greatly 
alarmed over a peculiar disease that 
is alling many people. The aMmicted 


are taken very suddenly ill and faint. Mr. 
Prittigro, a well-known merchant of the vil- 
lage, was seized in his store and became un- 
conscious. Two of his children were likewise 
affilcted, and none have fully recovered. The 
agony the patient suffers is said to be in- 
tense. Charles Arthur, aged 21, who dled a 
few Gays ago, is believed to have been af- 
flicted with the same disease, as he was 
taken suddenly ill and his sickness termin-

TEETH MUTILATION. 


Queer Practices Of Some of the Savage 
Tribes. 


From the London Lancet. 

Dr. Magitotof Paris has published an in- 
teresting accountof the mutilation of teeth 
practiced by various savage tribes. One va- 
riety which is chiefly met with on the coasts 
of Africa and the west coast of New Guinea, 
consists of the breaking ofa portion of the 
incisor by means ofa knife anda piece of 
wood, and is performed between the ages of 


2 and 25. The custom of extracting the two 
central incisors is found in’ both hemi- 
spheres. According to Zerate, it 
has been practiced in Peru from time 
immemorial, where inflicted 
on conquered tribes sign of 
slavery. In Africaithas been observed on 
the Congo among the Hottentots and the Ba- 
toxas. The mutilation by filing has for its 
exclusive center the Malayan Archipelago, 
whence it has spread to the adjoining 
islands. It is a religious act, which is cele- 
brated with great festivities at the age of 
puberty, but this only by the Mohammeda ns. 
The degree and character of this filing vary 
with the habits of the family or caste. The 
operation is performed by an expert, the 
tukang pangur (filer), by meansof a chis el, 
— bricks, two flles, a small saw and a 
— r of cutting nippers. the instruments be- 

ng rubbed with arsenic and lemon juice be- 
fore being used.

THE WAY TO PROCEED. 


It is reported that the Council is growing 
restive under the peculiar situation exist- 
ing in the matter of the Treasury robbery. 
Not only the Council, but all of the city 
authorities charged with the enforcement 
of the law, should be exceedingly restive. 
The proceedings so far in the Foerstel 
case have been child’s play, in which the 
city bas been placed at a disadvantage 
which threatens to defeat the ends of 
justice. 

The city Has been rqbbed of thousands of 
dollars and the only step taken to vindi- 
cate the law is the inauguration of im- 
peachment proceedings against the Treas- 
urer on a charge of neglect of duty. The 
Council now finds itself in the embarrass- 
ing position of having to choose between 
accepting the Treasurer’s resignation or of 
being compelled to accepta pleaof guilty 
to charges of neglect of and failure to per- 
form the duties of his office. As 
Foerstel’s attorney intimates,such charges 
would lie against a number of city 
officials and would bea slight stigma on 
his client. Something would be gained 
by formally removing Foerstel under these 
charges, but this conclusion of so grave a 
case would be farcical, whereas the ac- 
ceptance of a resignation would be an 
utter defeat of justice. It would give an 
offending official, the extent of whose of- 
fense is doubtful, a clean certificate of 
faithful service. It would practically bar 
the city from further proceedings in the 
case. 

That the friends of Mr. Foerstel realize 
their mastery of the situation is shown by 
Judge Lubke’s interview, in which he 
defies the Council to compel his client to 
appear before it for trial, and naively tells 
this body that nothing can come of its 
investigation because it is not broad 
enough, and because he can stop it at any 
time by a plea of guilt. 

Judge Lubke is right. The city authori- 
ties have played into his hands and the 
hands of every one connected with 
the Treasury crime. They have fool- 
ishly permitted themselves to fall 
into the trap of throwing all the 
blame on a dead man. They have 
overlooked the fact that Foerstel is respon- 
sible for the crime in his office. He must 
answer for the robbery of the Treasury. 
He should be made to prove ina court 
that he is guiltless of any participation in 
the looting of the Treasury, of any knowl- 
edge of the theft of the public funds, and 
of any. part in the doctoring of his reports 
for the deception of supervising officials.

Everyone who attended the spring and 
summer meeting of the St. Louis Jockey Club 
remembers that good old horse Guido that 
led the best of them under the wire and 
earned more money for his owner than any 
other animal onthe track. W. H. Babb,who 
owns the chestnut son of Double Cross, gave 
some interesting reminiscences of his pet to 
a Chicago scribe recently: 

bought Guido the fall that he was a 2- 
year-old, giving for him the sum of $2,500, 
anda good investment he proved,’’ said Mr. 
Babb. I wintered with him at Sacramento, 
andthe next season I shipped him 10, 000 
miles, started him in thirty-three races, won 
twenty-seven of them, ran second twice, 
third three times and was unplaced on only 


one occasion. The time that he failed to run 
toa chalk mark was in his first race at San 
Francisco, and in that race he fell down or 
he would have been knocking at the door, 
sure enough. His injuries were slight, but 
they were bad enough to make me lay him up 
for some little time, and I did not get a 
chance to start him again at that meeting, 
him to Denver and from 
exas, then all over the coun- 
won seven Derbys with him 
and among them the Texas Derby, the 
first and last one ever run in the Lone 
Star State. Mile heats have always been nis 
strong hold, however, and at that game, 
both in his 8 anda 4-year- old form, I doubt if 
he ever had an equal. The year that! came 
to Washington Park with him I honestly be- 
lieve that he could have beaten any horse 
that ever wore iron ata mile heat race, In 
his 8-year-old form he led the list of winnin 
horses.

I figured on running him in that 
eg believing that he could dothe Jistance 
and Iam sure that I was not very far 
on ‘in my calculations, but just as I got ready 
to give him the ‘grand prep,’ along came 
three feet of snow and the jig was up. At 
the Denver meeting that spring he ran a mile 
ini:420na heavy track, so you can see that 
he would have been in it at some stage of the 
race. There is plenty of good stuff in the old 
horse yet and Iam go oiling to give him a let up 
shortly and bring him around in first-class 
shape for next season. 
BRANNAN BROS. IN TROUBLE AGAIN.

The animals 
are now being carefully watched for 
fear that some one will poison them. The 
bookies and other race- horse people feel bit - 
terly toward the horses and their owners 
because of the throw-down that they * 
celved. It would not be at all sur prisin gat 
an official investigation would not yet foll 
The story given outis that Glee Boy and his 
companion are the property of Thompson & 
Oo, the Columbus (0.) pool-sellers, and that 
they were trained at the Wood bine tracks, in 
Ontario, Canada. This statement, it is said, 
was made tothe judges. If it was there are 
plenty of race-course people at the South 
Jersey track who doubt its truthfulness. 


MILT YOUNG ON YEARLING RACES. 
Milton Young, owner of the McGrathiana 
stud, is one of the best known breeders in the 
country and his opinion on yearling races, 


about which so much has been said recently, 
is of interest to turfmen. In a recent talk on 
this subject he said: 

No man should be so conservative ofa 
horse asa breeder, and hence, were there 
anything in yearling races that would result 
disastrously, breeders would be the first to 
discountenance them, but I fail to see what 
injury may result. In the races run at Gut- 
tenburg the yearlings carry all the way from 
90 to 115 pounds. It is not insisted that they 
be ridden with whip and spur, and the races 
are practically public trials. These are run 
over a carefully preparedtrack, ana always 
with jockeys who at least know something of 
a horse in the saddle. 

At the same time that these public trials 
are being given wehave yearlingsthat are 
being tried all overthe West. Our tracks in 
the first place aredeep insand, unfit, the 
majority of them, for any kind of a horse to 
run on, and inno way so suited as in any 
track in the East. Then our yearlings will 
have on their back big boys weighing from 
115 to 125 pounds, who sit on them like so 
many bags of meal. A trial of this kind Is far 
more harmful than is any public one they 
might be subjected to. If the races were 
called public trialsin the East there would 
not be so much criticism, but inreality that 
is whatthey seemto me to be. They may 
makethe youngsters precocious, but prac- 
ticalracing runsthat way. Itisthe preco- 
cious 2-year-old that wins the most money, 
and, asarule, the most glory for his stable, 
I can certainly see no objection to yearling 
races conducted in @ proper manner.

THE WHEEL. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 31.—A number of 
America’s cycling manufacturers have in 
contemplation a gigantic scheme—nothing 
more nor less than the construction of an 
asphalt road from 30 to 85 feet wide from 


New York to Chicago. The relay ride be- 
tween these two cities brought the abomina- 
ble condition of the roads promi 
nently to the attention of the pub- 
lic. The original idea was to 
constructatrack or pathway between the 
two cities, about four or five feet wide, made 
solidly and covered with asphalt. But on 
further consideration the interested parties 
thought that by making the road 35 feet wide 
and having it constructed as nearly on a 
line and as near as many large cities as pos- 
sible, they could gain the support of 
other than New York and Chicago 
people. The line would be invaluable for 
government use, as swift couriers would 
have an opportunity to perform good work. 
In addition to this, the road would be of 
great service in sending troops across the 
country, and it would also be of benefit to the 
telegraph service.

THE ICE GORGE. 


It Has Not Yet Moved Out—Danger to 
Boats. 

Along the river front to-day steamboat men 
expected another movement of ice that 
would leave the harbor entirely open. Below 
the railroad bridge and as far as the eye can 
reach from Carondelet down, there is clear 
water, but it is said that theice has caught 
somewhere down the river at no great dis- 
tance, as no boats have come up and the 
stage of the water here was 4 feet5 inches 


shortly before noon. This isa rise of over 
three feet on the gauge since the freeze-upon 
last Tuesday and is attributed tothe stoppage 
of the current where the ice has lodged down 
stream. Since early fyesterday morning 
there have been two movements of ice out of 
the harbor, but no serious damage was done. 
The Mississippi Valley barge, which was car- 
ried out from Ann streot at 2 a. m. yes- 
terday is still high on a bar about 
three hundred feet below where she was 
moored. There is so little water around her 
that the tugs can do little toward getting her 
off. Above the railroad bridge the ice Is still 
hard, and to-day people were crossing over 
it on foot. River men considered this a dan- 
gerous experiment, as there is a break 
clear across, of several hundred feet width, 
just below the Merchants’ bridge, and as the 
water is still rising the entire fleld may be 
expected to move at any time. The supports 
of the rallroad bridge are thought to be all 
that is holding it. There was little news 
concerning the ice from points up 
or down the river this fore- 
noon, but little hope is entertained 
for an early opening of traffic, as the river is 
believed tu be solid away up into the moun- 
tains and for miles below St. Louis. The 
change of the wind to the north, which oc- 
curred during the forenoon, was not encour- 
aging, and the predictions are for colder 
weather. A fallof temperature now while 
the water is full of ice and thoroughly 
chilled, would close up the open places 
in short order. The present open water in 
St. Louis harbor is a good thing for the ferry 
lines, and if the ice between the bridges does 
not move during the afternoon the tugs will 
go to work on it and attempt to cause it to 
move, which would leave the entire water 
front free. There are many pilots in the city 
anxiously awaiting a break, but they do not 
much expect ofe at this season and with the 
present weather predictions are for a con- 
tinuation of the cold spell.
